From Tyler Curtain, our sometime astronomer, now our king: The best viewing of Venus and Jupiter 
from Bread Loaf tonight is from 9:38 pm to 10:49 pm BLST (Bread Loaf Standard Time). An hour after 
sunset at 8:38 pm, look West and up at roughly 25° to see the Constellation Leo chase the planets into 
the ground. 


You will be able to follow the drama until 10:49 PM, depending on the mountain between you and the 
second largest and second smallest critters in the solar system's menagerie. Venus is Earth-like, though 
with 96% carbon dioxide, it wouldn't pass emission inspection. Jupiter, like our sun, is 90% hydrogen, 
10-ish% helium, with a smattering of other rare gases thrown in. Jupiter lacks enough mass to spark 
into a second star, though students of Arthur C. Clarke know there are plans in the work to set the 
gassy world on fire. When Jupiter does ignite, the HAL 9000 computer will broadcast in trochees and 
iambs, "ALL THESE WORLDS ARE YOURS—EXCEPT EUROPA /ATTEMPT NO LANDING 
THERE.”

The Nature of Things by prodigal bum, John Oliver! 


On the opening page of Walden, or Life in the Woods, Henry David Thoreau writes 
“I should not talk so much about myself if there were anybody else whom I knew as 
well.” He takes a glib and good-hearted jab at himself, at egotism, at the narcissism of 
penning a book about two years of one’s own life, and at the critics who might accuse 
him of the same. But what he is really talking about is authenticity, and the value of 
opening to the need or drive that rises in living things to speak of and to and through 
their experience, and in so doing, perhaps to find a little truth. 

The natural world around us seems to understand Thoreau’s sentiment far more 
effortlessly than we humans do. Listening, one finds that the flora and fauna of our 
green mountain kingdom say quite a lot about themselves. Spzrea tomentosa, for 
example, known to us as hardhack, meadowsweet, or, most commonly, steeplebush, 
tells its story much more clearly than we. Beginning with names, we humans cannot 
seem to decide if this prolific meadow grass/shrub, recognized by its characteristic 
purple, cone-shaped flowers, is a troublesome weed, hardhack, a thoughtful aromatic 
ornamentation, meadowsweet, or a natural marker excusing the pagan within us that 
seeks to see a mountain meadow as a place of worship. How can one plant be all these 
things? 

One may doubt if spzrea tomentosa cares very much for this debate. The plant is busy 
shouting to us that, no matter how hardy, what it loves best is moist to wet soil and 
full sun. Watch how quickly it grows the next two days! After all the rain this week, 
the groundwater is pushing right up through the top of the aquifer, soaking your 
sandals and toes. Follow with full sun like this and BOOM, steeplebush bonanza! The 
scent of the blooms will tell you how much this plant loves butterflies, its push to 
grow above the surrounding grasses (over four feet in high summer!) how it wants to 
be seen, even from hundreds of feet up in the sky. The way it thrives without 
dominating will tell you how much it feels it belongs here. Its entire existence is a 
song of itself. Fitting. 

I should not talk so much about myself if there were any part of me I knew as well 
as the hardhack, the meadowsweet, the steeplebush knows what it is, knows its own 
name, and sings it. This, too, is a part of the nature of things.

Residents of Gilmore have reported hearing a bear roaring in the woods near their home! Have no fear; the only bears found in 
Vermont are black bears, and they are generally shy and pose very little risk to humans. Bear attacks are extremely rare (you are 
67x more likely to be killed by a dog and 90,000x more likely to be killed by a human than a bear). That said, if you encounter a 
black bear, the experts say to do the following (see http://tinyurl.com/oaly5jh for more info): 
Bear Encounter Guidelines 

Ifa bear approaches you, stay calm. ABSOLUTELY DO NOT RUN (running may elicit a chase response in the bear). 


Let the bear know you are human; talk in a soothing voice; lift arms overhead to look bigger. 





Slowly back away and avoid direct eye contact with the bear. 
If the bear lunges, snaps his jaws, slaps ground or brush with paw, he feels Eend -you are too close. 
The bear may also suddenly rush forward and stop as a "bluffing" tactic to intimidate you to leave; momentarily hold your 
ground, then keep backing away and talking softly. 
Retreat from the area or make a very wide detour around the bear. If he continues to follow you, stand your ground and 
yell, clap your hands, wave your arms, or throw something toward him - repeat until he leaves. 
As a last resort - drop something like a hat to distract him but avoid tossing him food or your backpack as he will quickly 
learn to confront other humans for food rewards.
